Dyer was for a time a newspaper cor- 
respondent at Cananea, for a number of 
eastern and Pacific coast papers, and he 
sent out many sensational stories of al- 
lezged Yaqul uprisings.

Tg 
levee Was probably 18 feet in height and 
no attempt will We made to mend it. Et- 
forts, however, will be made te hold the 
ends. 

Much valuable cotton land will be over- 
flowed. Owing to protracted rains little 
planting has been done and the damage 
will be principally in delay in getting seed 
into the ground. The crevasse is report- 
ed to be 500 feet wide. Parts of Tensas, 
Madison, Concordia, Catahoula and Rich- 
land parishes, in addition to east Carroil, 
will be submerged, the water ultimately 
returning to the Mississippi river through 
the Red river. Dispatcheg from the vi- 
cinity of the break say with the favora- 
ble existing river conditions the water 
will not long run through the crevasse 
and the damage will be considerably less 
than that done by the Wyly-Bass cravasse 
in the same vicinity in 1893. |

The mere fact 
that this colored lawyer Hayes here i 
allowed to continue to live in Richmond 
and practice his profession after the 
speech he made here tonight shows that 
the world does move forward.’

TRUSTS ARE NOW HARMLESS, 


Speaking al Milvaukee He 
Says Anti-Trust Legislation 
Will Be Effectual, 


AEVISION OF THE TARIFF 
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Roosevelt Declares That £uch Revis- | 


ion Would Not Ruin Trusts, 
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Milwaukee, Wis., April $.—President 
Roosevelt was the guest of the Milwaukee 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion at a banquet at the Plankinton house 
tonight, the occasion being the climax of 
the president's ten-hour visit to Milwau- 
kee. Covers were laid for 530 banqueters. 
A corps of skillful decorators had work- 
ed out a complete transformation of the 
banquet room, which was fairly canopied 
with Alabama smilax, which, spreading 
‘trom twelve chandeliers,’ radiated in 
graceful arches to all parts of the room. 
The presidenq sat in the center of a 
long table, with other guests of honor. 
At his immediate right sat United States 
Senator Quarles, while E. A. Wadhams, 
president of the Milwaukee Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association, and 
toastmaster of the occasion, was seated 
at his left. 

After the banquet had been served, 
Toastmaster Wadhams introduced Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who responded to the 
toast, “The President of the United 
States.”’ The president took occasion to 
give his views on the subject of trusts. 

Arrival of President. 

President Roosevelt's special train 
reached Milwaukee over the Chicago and 
Northwestern at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
The chief executive of the nation met a 
hearty reception as he stepped from the 
car. A reception committee, headed by 
Mayor David S. Rose, receiyed the dis- 
tinguished guest and his party, who were 
immediately assigned to carriages and 
taken to the National Soldiers’ home, 
where the two thousand veterans were 
reviewed by the president, who after- 
wards addressed them. After leaving the 
soldiers’ home the procession of carriages 
returned to the exposition building, where 
the president was formally welcomed by 
Mayor Rose.- Ten thousand people had 
crowded into the building to await the 
president’s arrival... 

The president responded to the mayor’ S 
welcome in a brief speech, speaking on 
the subject of ancestry.

ELT DECLARES 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 3.—President 
Roosevelt's address was devoted to the 
“Trusts.” He said in part: 

“I wish to speak to you on the ques- 
tion of the control and regulation of 
those great corporations which are pop- 
ularly, although rather Vaguely, known 
as trusts. 

“I think I speak for the great majority 
of the American people when I say that 
we are not in the least against wealth 
as such, whether individual or corporate; 
that we merely desire to see any abuse 
of corporate or combined wealth cor- 
rected and remedied: that we do not 
desire the abolition or destruction of big 
corporations, but, on the contrary, recog- 
nize them as being In many cases efficient 
economic instruments, the results of an 
Inevitable process of economic evolution, 
and only desire to see them regulated 
and controlled so far as maybe neces- 
Sary to subserve the public good. We 
should be false to the historic principles 
of our government if we discriminated, 

legislation or administration, 
for or against a man because 
r his wealth or his poverty. 
Confronted by Grave Problems. 


“In consequence of the extraordinary 


“if we draw lines of distinction between 
class and class, or creed and creed, or 
along other lines save that which diivdes 
good citizenship from bad citizenship."’ 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies at 
the exposition building the presidential 
party was taken to the Deutscher Club, 
where a reception was tendered. In re- 
sponding to a toast proposed by President 
Kletzsch, of the club, the president said 
he would endeavor during his administra- 
tion, to preserwe peace at home and 
abroad.

Waukesha, Wis., April 3—In his ad- 
dress here the president said he was 
sorry to see reflections in the press or 
elsewhere from America on any foreign 
nations. ‘“‘I do not believe the United 
States should even suffer a wrong,” he 
continued. “I would be the first to reSent 
a wrong from the start, just as I should 
be the first to Insist that we do not 
wrong the weak. I belieye in. the Monroe 
doctrine,.and as long aS I am president 
it shall be lived up ta I do not intend 
to make. that an excuse or fortification 
for being unpleasant to other powers, We 
want the friendship §£ mankind. We 
want peace. We wish well to the na- 
tions of mankind.”’

industrial changes of the last half cen- 
tury, and notably of the last two or 
three decades, changes due mainly to 
the rapidity and complexity of our indus- 
trial growth, we are confronted with 
problems which in their present shape 
were unknown to our forefathers. Our 
great prosperity, with its accompanying 
concentration of population and of wealth, 
its extreme specialization of faculties, 
and its development of giant industrial 
leaders, has brought much good and 
some evil, and it is as foolish to ignore 
the goud as willfully to blind ourselves 
to the evil. 

“Tne evil has been partly the inevitable 
accompaniment of the social changes, 
and where this is the case it can be 
cured neither by law nor by the ad- 
ministration of the law, the only rem- 
edy lying in the slow change of charac- 
ter and of economic environment. But 
for a portion of the evil, at least, we 
think that remedies can be found.” 

Federal Control of Trusts. 

President Roosevelt then referred to the 
pleas made by him in previous speeches 
and.in his message to congress in 1901 
for federal supervision of corporations 
doing an interstate business, and con- 
tinued: 

“The views thus expressed have now 
received effect by the wise, conservative, 
and yet far-reaching legislation enacted 
by congress at its last session. 

“In its wisdom congress enacted the 
very important law providing a depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, and fur- 
ther providing therein under the secre- 
tary of commerce and labor for a com- 
missioner of corporations, charged with 
the duty of supervision and of making 
intelligent investigation into the organ- 
ization and conduct of corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. His pow- 
ers to expose illegal or hurtful practices 
and to obtain all information needful 
for the purposes of further intelligent 
legislation seem adequate, and the pub- 
licity justifiable and proper for public 
purposes is satisfactorily guaranteed. 
The enactment of this law is one of the 
most significant contributions which have 
been made in our time toward the proper 
solution of the problem of the relations 
to the people of the great corporations 
and corperate combinations, 

Discrimination by Railroads. 
“But much though this is, it is only a 
part of what has been done in the effort 
to ascertain and correct improper trust 
or monopolistic practices. Some eighteen 
months ago the industrial commission, an 
able and non-partisan body, reported to 
congress the result of their investigation 
of trusts and industrial combinations, One 
of the most important of their conclusions 
was that discriminations in freight rates 
and facilities were granted favored ship- 
pers by the railroads and that these dis- 
criminations clearly tended toward the 
control of production and prices in many 
fields of business by large combinations. 
‘It was shown that certain trunk lines 
had entered into unlawful agreements as 
to the transportation of food products 
from the west to the Atlantic seaboard, 
giving a few favored shippers rates much 
below -the tariff charges imposed upon 
the smaller dealers and the genera! public. 
These unjust practices had prevailed to 
such an extent and for so long a time 
that many of the smaller shippers had 
been driven out of business. 

‘Many of the great packing house con- 
cerns were shown to be in combination 
with each other and with most of the 
great railway lines, whereby they en- 
joyed large secret concessions in rates 
and thus obtained a practical monopoly 
of the fresh and cured meat industry of 
the country. 

“Congress, having its attention drawn 
to the matter, enacted a most important 
anti-rebate law, which greatly strengthens 
the interstate commerce law. This new 
law prohibits under adequate penalties 
the giving as well as the demanding or 
receiving of such preferences, and pro- 
vides the preventive remedy of injunction, 
The vigorous administration of this law, 
and it will be enforced, will, it is hoped, 
afford a substantial remedy for certain 
trust evils which have attracted public 
attention and have created public unrest. 

Knox’s Fight on Trusts. 

“But more important even than legisla- 
tign is the administration of the lew, and 
I ask your attention for a moment to the 
way in which the law has been adminis- 
tered by the profound jurist and fearless 
public servant who now occupies the po- 
sition of attorney general, Mr. Knox. 

“The first step taken was the prosecu- 
tion of fourteen suits against the princi- 
pal railroads of the middle west, restrain- 
ing by injunction from further violations 
of either of ‘tthe laws in question. 

“About the same time the case against 
the Northern Securities Company was ini- 
tiated. This was a corporation organized 
under the laws of the state of New Jer- 
sey with a capital of four hundred mil- 
lion dollars, the alleged purpose being to 
control the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific resiroad companies, two paral- 
lel and competing lines extending across 
the northern tier of states from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Pacific ocean. What- 
ever the purpose its consummation would 
have resulted in the control of the two 
great railway systems upon which the 
people of the northwestern states were so 
largely dependent for their supplies and 
to get their products to market being 
practically merged into the New Jersey 
corporation. The proposition that these 
independent systems of railroads should 
be merged under a single control alarm- 
ed the people of the states concerned. 

“The attorney genera] reported that, in 
his opinion, the Northern Securities ‘(Com- 
pany and its control of the railroads men- 
tioned was a combination in restraint of 
trade and was attempting a monopoly in 
violation-of the national anti-trust law. 
Thereupon a suit in equity, which is now 
pending, was begun by the government to 
test. the validity of this transaction under 
the Sherman law. 

“At nearly the same time the disclosures 
respecting the secret rebates enjoyed by 
the great packing housé companies, cou- 
pled with the very high price of meats, 
led the attorney general to file bills for 
injunction against six of the principal 
packing house companies, and restrained 
them from combining and agreeing upon 
prices at which they would sell their prod- 
ucts in states other than those in which 
their meats were prepared for market. 
Writs of injunction were issued accord- 
ingly, and since the United States cir- 
cuit court has made the injunction per- 
petual. 

Cotton Rates in the South. 

“The cotton interests of the south, in- 
cluding growers, buyers and _ shippers, 
made complaint that they were suffering 
great injury in their business from the 
methods of the southern railroads in the 
handling and transportation of cotton. 
They alleged that these railroads,

“The above is a brief outline of the 
most important steps, legislative and ad- 
ministrative, taken during the past eigh- 
teen months in the direction of solving, 
so far as at present it seems practi- 
cable by national legislation or adminis- 
tration to solve, what we cal] the trust 
problem. Not only is the legislation re- 
cently enacted effective, but in my judg- 
ment it was impracticabit to attempt 
more. Nothing of value is to be expected 
from ceaseless agitation for radical and 
extreme legislation. 

Trusts Not Bred by Tariff. 

“Many of the alleged remedies advo- 
cated are of the unpleasantly drastic type 
which seeks to destroy the disease by 
killing the patient. Others are se obvious- 
ly futile that it is somewhat difficult to 
treat them seriously*or as being advanc- 
ed in good faith. High among the latter 
I place the effort to reach the trust ques- 
tion by means of the tariff. You can, of 
course, put an end to the prospérity of 
the trusts by putting an end io the pros- 
perity of the nation; but the price for 
such.action seemg high. The alternative 
is to do exactly what has been done dur- 
ing the life of thé congress which has 
just closed—that is, to endeavor. not to 
destroy corporations, but to reguiate them 
with a view of doing away with whatev- 
er is evil in them and of making them 
subserve the public use. The law is not 
to be administered in the interest of the 
poor man as such, but in the interest of 
the law-abiding man, rich or pour. We 
are no more against organizations of cap- 
ital than against organizations of labor. 
We welcome both, demanding only that 
each shall do right and shal! remember 
its duty to the republic. Such a course 
we consider not merely a benefit to the 
poor man, but a benefit to the rich man. 

“We do no man an injustice when we 
require him to obey the law. On the 
contrary, if he is a2 man whose safety 
and well-being depend in a peculiar de- 
gree upon the existence of the spirit of 
law and order, we afe rendering him tae 
greatest service when we require him 
to be himself an exemplar of that spirit.” 
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Mine Wrecked id in Pennsylvania 
by Ga Bad 


One Hundred Men Entombed, and It 
Was Feared That They Had 
All Perished, but the Res- 
cuers Found Them 
Uninjured. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 3.—An explosion 
of gas occurred this afternoon in No. & 
mine of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Com- 
pany, situated in the southern part of this 
city. AS sOon as the report was sent out 
the greatest excitement prevailed, from 
the fact that this mine is one of the 
most gaseous in the Wyoming valley. 
There were rumors that fifty men were 
entombed by the caves and wreckage 
that had occurred and in less than half 
an hour an immense crowd gathered. 

An investigation began at once and it 
was found that the explosion was caused 
by a naked light, carried by a miner, 
igniting a body of gas and the only dam- 
age done was the blowing down of sev- 
eral doors and mine brattice on the inside 
workings of various chambers and gang- 
ways. There were, however, one hundred 
men working in that portion of the mine, 
and for a time it was feared they were 
lost. The rescuing parties, however, found 
them all within half an hour and none 
were burned or in any way injured. 

Four Killed in a Mine. 

Dubois, Pa., April 3.—Four men were 
killed and several injured at London mine, 
near here, today by a fall of rock and 
earth. The dead are:

One boy had a leg broken, another his 
back injured and several others slightly 
injured. The dead are well known young 
men of this place and all were married 
except Waggett.

FINE HEALTH 
HAS ATLANTA 


Made 


Splendid Report Is 
wo te 5. 


Kennedy. 


“The health of Atlanta,’’ declared Dr. 
J. P. Kennedy, the health officer, after 
handing in his report to the board of 
health yesterday afternoon, “is better 
now than it has ever been in the past, 
according to the public records. Sanitary 
methods and the systematizing of the 
work of the department under the direc- 
tion of the board of health have been 
attended by results that must be very 
gratifying.”’ 

According to the repoft of Dr. Kennedy, 
the following cases of contagious and in- 
fectious diseases were reported to his 
office from March 13 to April 3, inclusive: 

Scarlet fever, two cases; typhoid fever, 
four cases; tuberculosis, two cases; 
whooping cough, one case; diphtheria, 
two cases; measles, ninety-two cases; 
chicken pox, six cases: erysipelas, one 
case, and mumps, three cases. 

There are now in Atlanta five cases of 
scarlet fever, two cases of diphtheria and 
three cases of smallpox. The three cases 
of smalipox are all that exist In the en- 
tire county of Fulton. 


Health Board Gratified. 

It is believed to be doubtful if another 
city in the United States of the same 
size can show so few cases of infectious 
and contagious diseases. Members of the 
board of health were very much gratified 
with the showing made by the health 
department, and directed especial atten- 
tion to the report of Dr. Kennedy. 

Upon the application of the plumbing 

inspector. he was given an assistant, 
Ben Boatenriter being elected to the po- 
sition. 
Numerous citizens of West End appear- 
ed before the board to object to the bury- 
ing of the carcasses of animals near 
their homes. The board directed that an- 
other place be found. The carcasses will 
probably be buried either at the stock- 
ade or in the old dumping grounds. 

The purchasing committee of the board 
had made considerable progress in the 
matter of securing summer uniforms tor 
the force. The purchase of materia] will 
be made and the men will soon be meas- 
ured ior their new suits. 

The purchasing committee was also in- 
structed to buy push carts and trash 
barrels for the “white wings.’ which wii 
be placed on the central streets of the 
city as soon as arrangements can be 
completed.

Heavy Postal Receipts Rais 
Rating of Office 


Salary ot Postmaster Garnett To Be 
Raised, as Will Those of His 
Force of Clerks — Other 
News of Columbus 
and Vicinity. 


Columbus, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
Columbus postoffice will become a first 
class office on July 1. The postal rules 
@nd regulations provide that whenever 
& postoffice’s gross receipts amount to 
$40,000 per annum it shall be classed as 
@ first class office. 

The fiscal year with the postoffice de- 
partment really ends on March 31, for 
while the year nominally runs from June 
830-to June 30, yet three months are al- 
lowed to prepare reports. 

The recelpts of the Columbus postoffice 
for the fiscal year ending March 31 were 
$44,360.84. For the previous year they 
were $36,856.10. This is an increase in 
receipts of over 2 per cent., a remark- 
able showing, and one well illustrating 
the growth of Columbus along commer- 
cial ‘ines.. 

When the office becomes 
Office. on July 1, the salary of Post- 
master Garrett will be advanced from 
$2,900 to $3,000. In a general way the 
galaries of all othér employees of the 
office will advance, as it is the custom 
to pay more in first class than in second 
class offices. 

Wynton Home Destroyed. 

The residence of Harry Warner, in 
Wynnton, was destroyed by fire this 
afternoon. He lost a considerable part 
of his furniture. The residence of An- 
drew Shepherd, nearby, caught several 
times, but the fire was extinguished by 
the Wynnton bucket brigade. 

Ninety-nine Years for Murder. 

James Thomas, alias James Galliard, a 
negro, was arraigned in the Russell cir- 
cuit court at Seale yesterday, charged 
with the murder of little James Lee Ep- 
person, son of Thomas Epperson, at 
Hurtsboro. He pleaded guilty to murder 
in the second degree and was sentenced 
to ninety-nine years in the penitentiary.

BEST TO REMAIN IN FRANCE.

Barefooted Country Youth Steals 
Mail Pouch from Station Grab, 


— 


Townsend Tells How He Carried 
Mailbag to a Swamp, Where He 
Rifled Letters—Found No 
Money—Gives Himself 
Up to City Police. 


A barefooted country youth walked up 
to Patrolman Hewell, at the corner of 
Decatur and Ivy streets, at 9:30 o’clock 
last night and made the confession that 
he had stolen a mail bag and rifled it. 

The youth stated that he had stolen the 
mail pouch from the grab at Constitution, 
Ga., a station five miles from Ttlanta on 
the Southern road, carried it to a swamp 
a mile down the railroad and there cut 
it open and rified all the letters. 

Officer Hewell thought at first the boy 
Was crazy, but soon realized that he was 
in earnest, and carried him to the police 
barracks and locked him up. 

The prisoner gave his name as James 
Arthur Townsend and his age 19. 

He was shabbily dressed, wore an old 
hat and wae barefooted. 

The full story he told of his remarkable 
robbery of the mail was as follows: 

His Remarkable Confession. 

“I saw the postmaster at Constitution 
put the mailbag on the grab for the train 
to get it as it passed. Then I saw the 
postmaster leave in his buggy for At- 
lanta. I took a notion that there might 
be money in the bag, and, looking up and 
down the road and seeing no one, I slip- 
ped the bag from the grab and hurried 
with it to a swamp about a mile off. 
iWth my pocket-knife I cut the bag open 
and took out the letters. There were 
about twelve or fifteen of them. I open- 
ed them all, hoping to find some money, 
but I didn’t find a single cent. 
were no packages or bundles in the bag. 
‘As soon as Ihad thrown the letters away 
I went back to the station and hung 
around there all day, thinking about what 
I had done. When it was about time 
for the postmaster to get back from town 
I left and walked to Atlanta. I at first 
thought about hiding and then .I made up 
my mind that I woyld be found out and 
caught, and so I went to a policeman and 
told him what I had done. When I was 
toting the mailbag to the swamp I saw 
a4 negro woman, and I believe she saw 
me. That was one thing that made me 
think there was no use in hiding.”’ 

The Stolen Mail Bag. 

The postmaster of Constitution is E. 
J. Costley. He placed the mail bag, which 
Townsend stole. on the grab about 
o’clock yesterday morning in time fur 
the train which reaches Atianta at 10:4 
o’clock. 

The prisoner is a son of J. J. Town- 
send, a carpenter Who lives At Mast Point. 
The boy has been living at Constitution 
with an aunt. He worked on oné of the 
farms of T. R. Sawtell, the packinghouse 
man. He is not particularly bright and 
when asked by an officer at the barracks 
what possessed him to commit such a 
crime he laughed and replied: 

“Oh, I just thought there might be a 
little money in some of the letters.’’ 

Robbing a mailbag is a serious offense 
against the United States government and 
Townsend will probably get a number of 
years in the federal prison. 

Standing Reward of $50. 

There is a standing reward offered by 
the government of $00 for the arrest of 
any person guilty of robbing the mails, 
and this reward will go to Officer Hewell. 

The United States authorities wili take 
up Townsend’s case this morning and 
they will have one of the most unique 


cases of the kind to deal with that has 
ever been before a federal] court.

poker players feared to engage in the 
game with him. Ultimately the authori- 
tiles closed down on Virgin, as his place 
became notorious as headquarters for 
wine and women. 

After his departure from Greenville he 
“played the races’’ in New Orleans, and 
from that city he went to Central Amer- 
ica, where he remained for a couple of 
years in an endeavor to live down his 
unsavory reputation. 

Returning to the United States, he went 
to Chicago and, in answering an adver- 
tisement for a shipping clerk, found that 
in reality a detective was wanted and 
that the advertisement had been inserted 
in a morning paper by the Pinkerton 
agency. 

After several visits, extending over a 
period of two weeks, he was given em- 
ployment as one of the Pinkerton men in 
the Chicago division. While engaged in 
this service he had a number of thrill- 
ing experiences, one of them being the 
effort to recapture Buck Davis, a desper- 
ate character, who escaped from the state 
penitentiary at Nashville, Tenn., along 
with a score of other prisoners a year or 
80 ago.

Nashville, Tenn., April 3.—The hearing 
of the case of Talbot J. Taylor et al v. 
the Union and Southern Pacific Railroad

States circuit’ court this morning, and 
Senator J. B. Foraker made the con- 
cluding argument in the case. The court 
room was crowded with auditors at- 
tracted by the importance of the litiga- 
tiom and a general desire to hear the 
argument of the senior senator from 
Ohio. 

Senator Foraker, in reply to a question 
by counsel for the defendants as to why 
the suit was not brought in New York, 
saidr that it would have been quite as 
convenient for the complainants, but that 
the sult could not be instituted against 
a corporation in a district where it had 
no residence. He said the complainants 
in applying for an injunction wished the 
court to compel the defendants to do 
what it is their duty to perform. 

Judge Lurton then asked Senator For- 
aker to state what other relief was de- 
sired in the event an injunction was not 
granted as prayed. 

Senator Foraker replied that the in- 
junction was asked to prevent the voting 
of the stock held by the Union Pacific 
at the coming meeting on April 8, and 
to prohibit the leasing or severing of the 
Central Pacific. The speaker then took 
up the question of competition, and said 
that both roads had a common terminus 
at Portland, and that they are competit- 
ors in transcontinental traffic. The affi- 
davit of Traffic Manager Stubbs was read 
t) the effect that if the Union Pacific 
wished to divert business from. the 
Southern Pacific it could be done by 
changing the tariffs. Senator Foraker 
said that no better proof of competition 
than this could be given, and that by a 
change of rates business could be sent 
over the other road. 

Rights of Minority Stockholders. 

“If they are competing lines,”’ said Sen- 
ator Foraker, ‘‘what are the rights of 
bona fide minority stockholders? This 
suit was brought to ascertain the rights 
of stockholders, and complainants argue 
and insist that the corporation should 
have a board of directors free from the 
touch of influence of any other line, and 
who would be devoted singly to the in- 
terests of this country.” 

While this injunction was seeking to 
prevent the execution of a contract, said 
Senator Foraker, the complainatts . con- 
tend that this eontract is illegal. There 


was no redress for a wrong done by one, 


corporation to another unless the act 
complained of was illegal, and there 
would have been no illegality in this 
contract had it been entered into between 
the directors of both companies acting 
solely for the particular interests they 
represented. 

Senator Foraker insisted that the con- 
tract was illegal for the reason that it 
was in contravention of public policy, 
and against such acts some remedy should 
be had. The statement that the South- 
ern Pacific was being improved for the 
benefit of stockholders was no answer, 


and that the defendants were doing wrong | 


honestly was no defense. 

The law, said Senator Foraker, will not 
tolerate repugnant trusteeship. The 
courts in all such matters have taken 
the position that stockholders have a 
right*to have the property managed fur 
their interests, 

The speaker said that while there were 
pF sna nen in the bill which had not been 


pported by evidence, there was not one |: 


recklessly or idly made. The defense had 
said that they had no intention of sever- 
‘ng the Central Pacific from the Southern 
Pacific, yet they had spent $50,000,000 in 
improvement of it. Théy wanted a thor- 
ough transcontinental line from Chicago 
to San Francisco. Certain improvements 
“ad been made, but not one word had 
heen said in court concerning them. 
earnings of the Southern Pacific over and 
above operating

Alleged That Attorney Mills Offered 
Prosecufing -Attorney $1,750 
for the Five Original 
Indictments Against 
Dr. Flower. 


New York, April 3.—Lawyer George Ed- 
ward Millis, the business partner of the 
son of Dr. Richard C. Flower, was ar- 
rested today on the charge of attempting 
to bribe Assistant District Attorney Gar- 
van, who is the prosecutor in the case 
against Dr. Flower. It is alleged he oi- 
fered Mr. Garvan §$1,7% for the five 
original indictments against Flower. 

Mills was held in $5,000 bail for exami- 
nation. 

Acting District Attorney Schurman 
made the following statement in reference 
to the case: 

‘On March 30, last, a man purporting to 
represent George E. Mills, one of R. C. 
Flowers’ lawyers, came to the office of 
Mr. Garvan, deputy assistant district at- 
torney, and stated that Mr. Mills wanted 
to meet him, with a view of making a 
money proposition to induce him to gei 
rid of the charges pending against R. C. 
Flowers, and to make a favorable report, 
declaring that the late Mr. Hagaman 
died from natural causes. Mr. Garvan 
immediately brought the man before Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome, who took charge | 
of the matter from that time on. 

“At District Attorney Jerome’s direc- 
tion, Detective Sergeant Brindley met 
Mills, who made the proposition to him 
that for the sum of $2,000 he obtain from 
the office 4a original indictments against 
Flower, and to bring them to Mills to be ; 
destroyed in his presence. 

“Today Brindley met Mills at a restau- 
rant and Mills there gave him $1,500, say- 
ing the money was to be given to Mr. 
Garvan; also $250 for Brindley personally, 
saying that he (Mills) had $250 more which 
he would keep for himself. Brindley then 
delivered to Mills the five original indict- 
ments against Flower, which District 
Attorney Jerome ‘had procured for that 
purpose, with the permission of the court. 
Brindley at once placed Mills under ar- 
rest, and called witnesses, who were in 
the restaurant at the time, and in their 
presence took from Mills’ possession the 
five originai indictments against Flower.”

Bartow, Fia., April. 3.—(Special.)—L, L. 
Bryant, of the Socrum neighborhood of 
this county, gives some interesting figures 
relative to the strawberry business in his 
part of the county this year. He says this 
is considered an off year with the growers, 
owing to the heavy rains of the past few 
weeks, which caused many of the berries 
to rot in the field. The berries that were 
shipped were not in such condition as to 
reach the northern, eastern and western 
markets in time to bring fancy prices. 

The product from about 60 acres was 
shipped from Kathleen, and up to date 
90,000 quarts have been shipped, the net 


price realized being 15 cents per quart 
average, 

The total income from the strawberry 
crop in ‘that community is in the neigh- 
borhood of $13,000, which is considered 
very good in view of the drawbacks to 
which reference has been made. The 
berry growers have about two weeks 
longer in which to ship.

WILL INSPECT! 


Root Wants First-class Men 
Detailed To Look After 
Militia. 


By Jos; Obl. 

Washington, April 3.—(Special.)—Fur- 
ther details concerning the character of 
inspections to be made of the militia 
forces by officers detailed from the regu- 
lar army are contained in letters just 
issued from the office of the adjutant 
general to the different military depart- 
ments. 

In these letters the department com- 
manders are urged that only officers of 
known efficiency and discretion shall be 
chosen for this important duty. . These 
officers are to be enjoined to exercise 
the greatest care and tact in their deal- 
ings with the national guard so as to 
encourage harmonious cooperation. 

“Excessive formality in these inspec- 
tions is not desired,’ it is set forth. ““The 
inspection is one to determine the con- 
dition of the companies ef the organized 
militia, as to their ability to take the 
field a properly armed, organized, and 
disciplined force, in case of emergency.” 

Companies will as a rule be inspected 
at their home stations and at times when 
the avocations of men and officers will 


| not be interfered with. All other things 


being equal, it is stated on the authority 


| of the secretary of war that there is no 


objection to having the dates of these 
inspections coincide with the dates of 
state inspections, or to have a state 
inspector or an efficer of the national 
guard accompany the regular army officer 


| detailed for this service. 


The desirability that the inspection 
shoulg be made as promptly as possible 
is set forth, one reason cited being that 
the state troops should be equipped with 
the magazine arms and equipments at as 
early a date as possible, so that the states 
can make use of these arms in their tar- 
get practice and encampments of this 
year. . 

The department commanders are in- 
structed to have their inspectors first 
have a conference with the adjutant 
generals of the states or territories to 
which they are assigned in order that 
he may be placed in possession of neces- 
Sary data for the inspection. 

With regard to the question raised by 
Senator Bacon concerning the use of 
the franking privilege by the officers in 
charge of militia affairs in the different 
states, the attorney general, for the post- 
office department, has rendered a de- 
cision adverse to such extension. He de- 
cides that the penalty envelope can only 
be used by officers of the United States 
on official business and that their use 
by the adjutant generals of states, even 
in this matter of the preparation of the 
militia, is not authorized. 

In the communications which have been 
sent from the war departmenf to the ad- 
jutants general of the different states 
there has usually been inclosed a frank 
envelope for reply. This decision of the 
postoffice department will, however, cut 
off the use of such franked envelopes in 
the future. It is probable that the frank- 
ing privilege will be extended to this 
branch of the public service by an act 
of congress.

No, it isn’t hard-heartedness that 
prompted the Winder council to do 
this—but simply _ short-sightedness. 
It may be none of The Constitution's 
business to make suggestions to 
Winder’s councilmen, or to the grand 
jurymen of Habersham county about 
how they shall run their local affairs;

against such mistaken public policy 
as this. |

A local newspaper is absolutely nec- 
essary to any community. It may be 
that the daily papers, with their

If they keep the people of 
a community in touch with each other 
by giving them the news of their town 
and county, for that alone they are of 
value and are worth far more than 
the dollar a year that is usually 
charged for them.

still more—far more, in fact, than the 
town ever spends on them. 

Bear this in mind: No merchant, 
no grand jury, no town council that 
spends every year all that they can 
afford with the home paper—whether 
that expenditure is actually necessary 
or not—makes a wiser, more profitable 
investment. They are not “giving” 
the home paper something. On the 
contrary, it is earning every cent it 
gets and more—provided it is a paper 
that is worth picking up in the road. 
And if it isn’t that sort of paper, it 
is usually the fault of the town in 
which it is published.

That German Jingoism. 

Although the German government 
profeszes to be satisfied with Ad- 
miral Dewey’s explanation of his re- 
cent interview in which he made a 
comparison between the American 
and German navies odious to the lat- 
ter nationality, the newpapers of the 
Weinerland are still exceedingly chol- 
eric over the incident. In their whole- 
sale denunciation of the American 
naval chief they deride his statements 
as to the superior efficiency of Uncle 
Sam’s navy, insisting with some re- 
course to statistics that our fleet is by 
no means a match for that of the 
kaiser. One eminent German naval 
authority draws the deadly parallel 
in this fashion, but concludes with the 
magnanimous prophecy that some day 
the yankees will have a fine navy. 

It is to be regretted that Admiral 
Dewey made his comparison in just 
the way that he did, for it seems to 
be a fatality of our relations with the 
German people that aggravation fol- 
lows aggravation in a way calculated 
to keep the temperature of the Teu- 
ton collar far above normal. Wars 
are engendered more often by nation- 
al hatreds than by national policies, 
and nationa) hatreds have their origin 
in international newspaper contro- 
yersies of the kind pérturbing the 
German temper at this time. Un- 
doubtedly the newspapers precipitat- 
ed our war against Spain, and as their 
influence increases, their power for a 
nation’s weal or woe is not to be 
lightly regarded and wantonly exer- 
cised. The Germans may be super- 
sensitive, but it is in the interest of 
peace and mutual well-being that we 
meet them half way in the amenities 
that should exist between assertive, 
thinking peoples. gies 

As for Admiral Dewey, he is a 
bluff, outspoken man, admirable in his 
Americanism, but there is reason to 
suspect from his Manila experience 
that he entertains sentiments toward 
the German navy that ought not to be 
reflected in official speech or act. His 
indiscretion in this instance was 
slight, but it was of a nature peculiar- 
ly offensive to German sensibilities, 
so soon after the Venezuelan incident. 
The admiral is no diplomat, which is 
to say that he is a poor hand at dis- 
sembling. 

Unless the jingoes of the two coun- 
tries are severely repressed by a 
calmer, saner public sentiment, the’ 
war between the United States and 
Germany, so darkly hinted at on 
every hand, will come to be taken for 
“manifest destiny” and result forth- 
with after the “preparedness” of the 
would-be belligerents is satisfactorily 
established. 
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Quick Time Across the Atlantic. 


In these days when railroads are 
spending millions to shorten their 
lines in order to save a few hours of 
time, the possibility of shortening the 
routes of international travel and 
traffic is interesting those capitalists 
who have put their money in trans- 
oceanic shipping.

‘The library 
contains a reasonable collection of attrac- 
tive books, and more are needed: the 
government makes«no provison for intei- 
lectual food, so the dependance is upon 
voluntary contributions. Bound books are 
desirable, the supply of magazines is 
abundant for present need. There are 
several French and Italian prisoners, 
and these would be benefited by reading 
matter in their own language. 

We are in the habit of judging a place 
as to its degree of culture by the per- 
centage of illiteracy. This is at present 
fairly. satisfactorily; Only fifty inmates 
are classed in that category, and these 
being subjected to a wise compulsory 
law attend school daily, and so in good 
time there will be not one illiterate, a 
condition which in time we may reach 
throughout our state, but which at pres- 
ent seems remote.

Venezuelan Proctocols Violated 
According to Minisler Bowen, 


Bowen Charges That the Powers Are 
Trying To Repudiate Solemn 
Agreements and Refuses 
To Pledge Payment of 
Blockade Cost.

Washington, D. C., April 3.—(Special.)— 
The Venezuelean claims controversy fur- 
nished another lively sensation today. 
Mr. Bowen, the representative of Ven- 
ezuelea and the representatives of the 
allied powers resumed their consideration 
of Hague protocol and the result was 
the rejection by Mr. Bowen of two im- 
portant amendments suggested by the 
allies to the original draft protoco] sub- 
mitted some weeks ago by Venezuela’s 
plenipotentiary. 

The objection which Mr. Bowen ad- 
vanees to these shows that he regards 
them in spirit as an attempt to repudiate 
the agreements of the allies as set forth 
in the preliminary agreements duly 
signed by the representatives of the al- 
lled powers nearly two months ago. 

Since then the foreign office of Great 
Britian, Germany and Italy have been in 
constant communication over the terms 
of the Hague protocol and the result 
shows their cheif aim has been to se- 
cure some special advantages, either by 
forcing Venezuela to add to the sum 
which it has already been agreed shall be 
set aside for the payment of these claims, 
or forcing Venezulea to submit to the 
Hague tribunal whether Venezuela should 
bear the expense of the blockade, thus 
admitting possible liability for this ex- 
pense. Mr. Bowen at the meeting with 
ambassador's of the powers at British 
embassy today promptly refused to ac- 
cept the amendments covering what he 
regards the new claims in this direction. 
By indirection he charged Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy with attempting to 
repudiate their solemn obligations as set 
forth in the. preliminary protocols 
signed by their ambassadors upon in- 
structions from their home governments. 

The meeting began at 11 o'clock and 
lasted an hour and a half. 

Mr. Bowen presented his reply to 
the amendments which the allies had 
proposed to his original draft protocol. 
He accepts sevéral changes of phrase- 
ology in the convention. but informed 
the other negotiators that under no cir- 
cumstances would he accept the insertion 
of a new article providing that Venezuela 
should pay the cost of the blockade in 
case the decision at The Hague be ad- 
verse to preferéntial treatment. It was 
agreed that Mr. Bowen’s objections and 
arguments should be cabled at once to 
London, Berlin and Rome. It is not ex- 
pected that an answer) can reach here 
before Wednesday. In the meantime Mr. 
Bowen will go to New York for several 
days’ rest. 

The proposed new article which Mr. 
Bowen rejects is as follows: 

“If preferential or separate treatment 

is not given to Great Britain, Germany 
and Italy, the tribunal may consider 
whether any and what compensation 
should be made by Venezuela out of the 
30 fer cent of the custom revenues set 
aside to these powers for the expense 
which they have incurred in connection 
with the blockade.” 
The text of the draft protocol and Mr. 
Bowen’s acceptance of most o§@ tlie 
changes proposed in it were made publiv 
today. The protocol provides for refer- 
ence of the question of preferential treat- 
ment to The Hague tribunal, and for the 
apointment of the three arbitrators by 
the czar of Russia. 


PASSOVER FIRE 
CAUSES DEATH 


Two Cremated in Flames Due 
to Preparations for Jewish 
Feast, 


New York, April 3.—Two persons ‘were 
burned to death and several persons were 
hurt at a fire today in a six-story tene- 
ment house in Henry streét, on the East 
Side. Firemen found the dead body of 
Harris Rothstein; 84 years of age, an 
invalid, on the top floor. The building 
was being renovated for the feast of the 
Passover, and painters were at work in 
the halls and rooms. A similar fire oc- 
curred on Rivingston street last night. 

When the cry of fire. was heard 
throughout the house there was only a 
l4-year-old girl and the invalid in the 
Rothstein apartments, which are on the 
third floor.. The little girl dragged the 
old man up three flights of stairs ané 
was trying to get him up the ladder 
leading to the roof when scorched by 
the flames and choking with smoke she 
was forced to abandon him. Men and 
women who were passing them on their 
way to safety took no notice of their 
appeal for help. 

After the fire a body, apparently that 
of @ woman, was found among some 
debris. The body was so badly burned 
that’ it could not be recognized. The 
property loss is estimated at $8,000.

This company 
returned its physical property at $775, 
and while it did not return its franchise, 
it stated the outstanding capital stock” 
was valued at $980, and left the matter 
of fixing the value of the franchise with 
Captain Wright. The comptroller general 
replied that under the statement made the 
value of the company’s franchise would 
be $206, as he has decided to figure the 
value of a franchise at the difference be- 
tween the market yalue of outstanding 
securities and the value of the physical 
property. 

The corporations which make returns 
to the comptroller general have until 
May 1 to get them in, and others will be 
coming along very shortly now. 


Important Pension Decision. 

Attorney General John C. Hart ren- 
dered an important decision yesterday 
relative to pensian cases, at the request 
of Pension Commissioner J. W. Lind- 
Sey. 

The cases in question involved the rights 
of those who have heretofore drawn pen- 
sions in Georgia, but who lost their citi- 
zenship in the state, to secure pensions 
again upon their return. In one case a 
confederate veteran. whose name had 
long been on the pension roll went to 
Texas only on a visit, though he carried 
Texas and remained two years. He has re- 
cently returned and states that he went to 
his family with him. The other case 
was that of a veteran who went to Ala- 
bama with a view to taking up his resi- 
dence there, but after two years decided 
to return to Georgia. Upon their return, 
a short time ago, both of these veterans 
applied to the pension commissioner to 
be reinstated on the pension rolls. 


Attorney General Hart holds that both 
of these veterans will be entitled to draw 
pensions again, but only after they have 
acquired citizenship in Georgia. To do 
this they must first live here twelve 


| months, so they cannot be placed on 
the pension rolls again until next year. 
He states that under the circumstances 
given both of them lost their Georgia 
citizenship, which they will have to ac- 
quire again as stated before they can 
receive the state’s bounty. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey has a 
great many cases of this kind in which 
pensioners leave the state for periods of 
from one to ten years and expect to draw 
pensions again ag soon as they return. 
While there is nothing to prevent a vet- 
eran going into another state on a visit, 


if he expects to continue to draw his 


pension in Georgia he must not remain 
away long enough to lose his Georgia 
citizenship. When he does and returns 
he will have to live in the state twelve 
months before he can get his name back 
on the pension rolls.

RECORDS OF CONFEDERACY — 


ORMER GOVERNOR ALLEN D. 
F CANDLER, who has been designat- 

ed by Governor Terrell to cooper- 
ate with General Ainsworth, chief of the 
record and pension office in Washington, 
in the matter of cémpiling rosters of the 
soldiers from Georgia who took part in 
the war between the states, Is anxious to 
secure all the possible information that 
will facilitate this work. : 
‘To this end ex-Governor Candler has 
prepared an address to all the camps of 
confederate veterans, Daughters of the 
Confederacy and others who would be 
likely to have such records, asking them 
to let him copy them. 

Governor Candler’s address is as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘To All Camps of Confederate Veterans, 
Chapters of Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy, and Survivors of the War Between 
the States: At its last session congress 
made provision for the compilation ‘from 
such official records ag are in the posses- 
sion of the United States, and from such 
other records as may be obtained by loan 
from the various states and other official 
scurces, a complete roster of the officers 
and enlisted men of the union and con- 
federate armies.’ 

“The secretary of war soon thereafter 
Officially advised the governor of this 
State of the action of congress, and re- 
questeg him to ‘designate some official’ 
to act with General Ainsworth, chief of’ 
the record and pension office, who will 
be in charge of the work, ‘relative to the 
details of the work and the steps to be 
taken in furtherance of It.’ 

“In compliance with this suggestion, 


cooperate with General Ainsworth, and the 
general has suggested that I, ‘through the 


Governor Terrell has designated me to |’ 


federate records as can We collected by 
loan or otherwise.’ 

“As nearly all of the rolls of Georgia 
troops, who were engaged in either the 
estate or confederate military service, were 
lost or destroyed, at or prior to the close 
of the war, and as those captured in 
Richmond and carried to Washington, 
when the former city was captured by 
the United States forces, are imperfect 
and unreliable, I appeal to the survivors 
of the great war to aid me in the work 
of securing as complete rosters as possi- 
ble from official and semi-official sources. 
Memorial associations, camps of confed- 
erate veterans, Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, county officials, and all survivors 
of the war, can aid me greatly by lending 
to me any authentic rolls of any military 
organization that may be in their pos- 
session or control. 1 will take care of 
them. and see that when they have been 
copied they are returned to thelr Own- 
ers. 

“In this way and this alone can the 
names of our comrades be rescued from 
oblivion and recorded in these rolls of 
honor to be printed and preserved by the 
general government. These rolls should 
contain not only the names, but as far 
as possible the military history of each . 
officer and enlisted man. If Killed, it 
should tell when and where; if wounded, 
wuen and where; if promoted, when and 
to what grade; if discharged, and 
where: if he deserted, when

Employing Printers’ 
club and President R. O. Ross. of the 
Atlanta Typographical union, ordered the 
men in that office back to work Several 
days ago. 

The statement that a strike was on in 
the Office of the Atlanta Lithographing 
Company is partly a mistake. When the 
general strike was declared the union men 
were ordered out of this office, but twWy 
of them, W. C. Contrell and J. W. S’ew- 
art, refused to quit work. Mrs M. C, 
Powell, a printer and membe of the 
typographical union, was the <niy one to 
leave the office as a recu'’* of the strike 
order. The two men who refused to 
strike were dropped fruin the roll of the 
union, 

O. J. Pease, of the Byrd Company, and 
T. H. Dennis, of the Mutual Company, 
were the only other union printers of the 
city who refused to obey the strike or- 
der. 

Another Injunction Asked. 

A second application for an ‘njunction 
against the unions involved in the strike 
was filed late yestarday afternoon in the 
superior court, the petitioner being the 
Franklin Printing & Publishing Company.

State Board Decides To Have 
Work Done During Sum- 
mer Months. 


At a meeting of the state board of ed- 
ucation held yesterday in the office of 
Governor Terrel] it was decided to have 
a census of the school population of 
Georgia taken during the months of June, 
July and August. 

This will be information of interest 
and importance to the schoo] authorities 
of every county of the siate. As is weil 
known, the state board has had the mat- 
ter under debate for some time and it has 
Only just been definitely decided that the 
work will be done. The law requires that 
& census shall be taken every five years. 
but in the census year closest foliowing 
the taking of the census of the United 
States, it permits the state board to have 
the school census estimated instead of 
zoing to the expense of having it taken 

The board has found it a difficult mat- 
ter to get any satisfactory estimates. In 
the next place there are many loca! 
school systems in the state, about hal. 
of them having been ervated since the 
last census was taken. Another impor- 
tant consideration was dissatisfaction on 
the part of many counties and school 
districts which claim a largely. increased 
school population, and which feared they 
wouid not get the nre rata of the school 
fund to which they are entitled under an 
estimate. 

The school board estimates that it will 
cost about $27,000 to take the school cen- 
Sus or an average of about $200 per coun- 


ty. The expense of taking the census in | 


each county must be paid vout of that 


county's vortion of the state school fund. | 


The school cnsus is taken in each coun- 
ty under the direction of the county com- 
missioners. The figures on which the dis- 
tribution of the school fund for next year 
will bo based will not be needed until De- 
cember, when the apportionment is made, 
and it was decided on this account to 
have the work done dvring the summer 
when there is no other schoo] work in 
progress.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 3.—There was another 
selling movement in the stock market this 
morning, which apparently. overreached 
the mark, judging from the scramble by 
the shorts to cover during last hour, when 
the supply of stocks had become scarce. 
This led to a lively rally and a general 
recovery of prices to above last nights 
level. The rally was not well held, how- 
ever, owing to the evidence of renewed 
realizing and the satisfaction of the more 
urgent demand from the shorts. As 4 
result the closing was easy and below 
the top level of the rally. The appre- 
clable relaxation of the tension in the 
money market and a confidence that the 
factors at work would bring still further 
relief next week were the dominant in- 
fluences in the rally. The morning <ell- 
ing was primarily due to the bad in- 
fluence of a violent break in Southern 
Pacific to 56 1-4, which aroused fears for 
the position of the pool. The apparently 
endless stream of liquidation in Pennsyl- 
vania was also turned into the market 
afresh, carrying the price to a new low 
level on the movement at 135. The Friday 
requirements in the money market kept 
up the call money rate early in the day, 
and there were appearances to warrant 
the assumption that the banks were 4s- 
suming an admonitory attitude toward 


the speculative pools in a way which 


(might account for some of the selling. 
The extreme which has been reached in the 


personal antipathies growing out of the 
Southern Pacific quarrel gives color to 


| the supposition that the weapon employed 


extends to the influencing of the supply 
of financial resources employed by the 
pool in the stock market. The fact that 
the Southern Pacific books closed tonight 
for the annual meeting indicates the 
ending of the struggle for representation 
at that meeting. The deman@e@for the 
stock is likely to be affected af & conse- 
quence. Its movement became very fe- 
verish in the late dealings. During the 
rally in the market and in its rise to 60 1-2 
there were several widé price changes. A 
rumor found currency at the same time 
that a,prominent financier, whose services 
have been called upon to settle more than 
one threatened financial contest, had been 
Induced to adjust the difference amongst 
the Southern Pacific shareholders. The 
feverish relapse.in the stock sufficiently 
indicated the scepticism with which this 
rumor was received. The notable feature 
in the late strength was Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit, which was lifted 2 3-8 over last 
night... Tennessee Coal was sold on the 
reduction in price of pig iron by south- 
ern furnaces. Colorado Fuel extended its 
recent decline. ‘Tae weakness of Sugar 
was attributed to unsettled trade condi- 
tions.
